The traditional 
proof mintage is just 20 pieces, though the Guide Book places 
a plus sign after that figure, as it does with all bronze proof 
issues prior to 1874.

While 
there are 225 submissions (assuredly not all separate coins) certified 
in MS64 at NGC of the Three-Legged Buffalo, only 57 such have 
been certified in MS65, with 20 in MS66. It is thus the Gem 
level and higher where the Three-Legged Buffalo becomes a true 
conditional rarity. Based on the NGC data, the 1955 Doubled 
Die cent also takes a turn in Gem Red grade from conditional 
scarcity to conditional rarity, a level where NGC has seen only 
three submissions or certification events. 

While Heritage has the privilege of offering many examples 
of the Three-Legged Buffalo annually, we see comparatively 
few examples in Gem or higher grades; competition for them is, 
accordingly, quite stiff when an example crosses the auction block.

A delightful proof specimen of the 1830 half dime was 
included in the collection of Harold P. Newlin, the first 
numismatist to seriously study die varieties of the denomination. 
Lot 91 of the Newlin Collection (Captain John W. Haseltine, 
4/1883) reads, “1830 A beautiful brilliant proof. Rarer than 
the above.” The preceding coin was a proof 1829 half eagle, 
and it is interesting that collectors recognized the relative 
rarity of the 1829 and 1830 proofs as early as 1883. Recent 
auction appearances of the 1830 proof include the offering of 
the present coin in lot 848 of our January 2007 FUN Signature, 
which realized $57,500. 

Over the years, any number of prooflike pieces have 
been offered as proofs, but the status of the current lot is 
unquestioned. The portrait is thickly frosted, and the eagle 
is also icy, despite the presence of original golden-brown 
peripheral toning. The strike is needle-sharp, and the fields are 
flashy.

This exceptional 
1839 proof half dime is tied as the finest known specimen 
with a single PCGS coin, also with the Cameo designation. 
Opportunities to acquire any proof 1839 half dime are limited, 
and a chance to acquire the finest known Gem proof half dime 
of any early date must be seriously considered. 

Our roster is consistent with estimates of previous 
researchers. In The Complete Guide to Liberty Seated Half Dimes, 
A1 Blythe suggests that four to five 1839 proof half dimes are 
known.. Walter Breen, in his 1989 Encyclopedia of United States 
and Colonial Proof Coins, lists four 1839 proof half dimes. NGC 
has certified a PR65 Cameo, which is the Kaufman coin, a 
PR65, and two PR64s. In the Bowers and Merena August 1999 
sale of the Pittman specimen, the cataloger estimated that 
“perhaps just a dozen or fewer Proofs [were] made of the date, 
and with about half that number currently known.”

Bright surfaces display whispers of light reddish-tan 
patina in the fields, and the strike is complete throughout. 
Magnification reveals some faint hairlines in the fields 
intermingled with die polish lines. A light diagonal mark on 
the right (left facing) breast is the sole marker to identify the 
coin. Extraordinary deep mirrors frame the silvery motifs on 
both sides, accenting the cameo appearance.

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5077 1841 PR65 NGC. Although we have not seen all proof half dimes of this date that currently exist, we believe this specimen is the finest known, 
or at least tied for the finest known. While the mintage of 1841 proof half dimes was not recorded, Walter Breen, in his 1988 Encyclopedia says 
“possibly 8 proofs. ” This estimate more or less co incides with the current NGC/PCGS population reports, which include five p ieces graded by NGC 
— a PR63, a PR63 Cameo, a PR64, and two PR65 coins, one of which is the present example. PCGS has seen one coin, a PR63. 

This coin was once a highlight of the famous John Jay Pittman Collection. In his description of this coin in the Pittman catalog David 
Akers writes: 

“The Proof silver coins of 1841 are all extremely rare, indeed, among the rarest of the entire decade. Unlike the silver dollar and the 
two copper denominations, which were all struck in additional quantities, the Proof Half Dime was struck only for inclusion in the 
year’s Proof sets, which probably numbered about 10. No more than 5-6 Proof 1841 Half dimes are known today. Eliasberg, Norweb, 
Garrett, and Starr, all great collections, failed to have a Proof of this issue.”

A wonderful melange of deep reddish-gold, electric-blue, and violet toning bathes the obverse of this Gem proof, while slightly lighter 
shades of sky-blue and gold-beige patina reside on the reverse. The depth of the toning does not diminish the high degree of contrast 
between the mirrored fields and satiny motifs. A bold strike brings out razor-sharp definition on the design elements, and a high wire 
rim encircling both sides frames sharp dentilation. Well cared-for surfaces render it difficult to discern identifying markers. 

This coin is cataloged as Valentine-1, a proof-only variety, as per Daniel Valentine ( The United States Half Dimes). The two 
l’s in the date are slightly lower than the 8 and the 4, a die scratch is visible below the arm holding the Liberty cap, and there 
is a slight flaw above the D of UNITED. We expect that this specimen’s outstanding eye appeal and technical quality will 
generate spirited bidding among connoisseurs of Seated Liberty proof coinage.

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5078 1846 PR67 NGC. This extraordinary 1846 proof half dime, which was once part of Phil Kaufman’s collection and displays 
outstanding technical quality and aesthetic appeal, is the finest known of approximately 11 specimens. The most recent 
population figures reveal that NGC and PCGS have certified nine specimens in all grades. The former service has graded the 
current PR67, three PR66 coins, and one each PR65, PR64, and PR63. PCGS has seen a PR65 and a PR64 (12/13). 

Walter Breen writes in his 1989 Proof Encyclopedia that the 1846 proof half dime was first publicized by Max Mehl in the Will Neil 
sale (number 8 in the following roster) as a “new and exceedingly rare variety—presumably after Neil’s own notes. Mehl there claimed it 
had been unknown (i.e., unrecognized) until about 1945.” Breen retorts, however, that “specimens had been pictured earlier.” 

Breen, in his 1988 Complete Encyclopedia suggests that 14 to 18 1846 proof half dimes possibly survive. A1 Blythe (1992) estimates 10 to 
12 pieces. 

Our research suggests that Breen’s estimate of 1846 proof half dime survivors is somewhat high. The following roster summarizes our findings. 
Some entries are possible duplicates, as the photo quality varies significantly among catalogs, making plate-matching difficult:

Magnificent cobalt-blue toning accented with lavender occupies the centers of both sides of the present coin, and 
is flanked by soft champagne-beige color. Mirrored fields highlight the devices, especially on the obverse, and a powerful strike 
leaves uniform and virtually complete delineation on the design features. A faint lint mark is located between Liberty’s 
ankle and star 13. Immaculately preserved surfaces reveal no other pedigree identifiers. Advanced collectors will recognize 
this unique opportunity to acquire an extremely rare and delightful Seated Liberty proof half dime that is the finest known.

Formerly in the Phil Kaufman 
Collection, it illustrates Phil Kaufman’s eye for exceptional quality. 
It is tied with one other coin for the finest certified by NGC. 

Proof coin production increased dramatically in 1854 as 
sets were made for more special customers than any time before. 
Availability of proof coins and sets to the public had to wait a few 
more years until 1858, but there is no doubt that certain collectors 
had special contacts within the Mint to obtain sets. Matthew 
Stickney was one of those collectors, visiting the Mint nearly every 
year since the mid'1840s to obtain proofs for his collection. 

The date is placed high in the exergue, crowding the base of 
Liberty with tiny indentations in the rock to accommodate each 
individual digit. The adjacent arrows to the left and right are long 
and slender, touching the border dentils. Star 2 is minutely recut. 
The shield point is over the upright of the 1, and the skirt pendant 
is centered over the 5. Breen described the same characteristics in 
his Proof Encyclopedia. 

Sharp design elements, deeply mirrored fields, and fully lustrous 
devices create obvious cameo contrast beneath the light gold and 
lilac toning that prevents a Cameo designation by NGC.

A small number 
of lucky collectors who ordered sets that year received the special 
sets, and word quickly spread in the hobby that all 1968 proof sets 
required examination.

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5141 1855-S PR65 NGC. WB-1. The obverse lacks drapery at the elbow, a sign that the dies were heavily polished prior to striking. In A Register 
of Liberty Seated Half Dollar Varieties , Bill Bugert writes: “Proofs and early business strikes have no clash marks; the no drapery characteristic 
resulted from the special die preparation for proof strikes.” The bottoms of all four digits in the date are weak, especially the 8 and first 5. 
That weakness is noted on this piece and is visible in the plate of the Smithsonian specimen illustrated in Bugert’s reference. 

Numismatic literature discusses three different proof 1855-S half dollars, including: one that is now part of the Smithsonian 
Institution Collection; a second piece that has not been seen since the 1950s; and this specimen, the only example currently 
available to collectors. Four die varieties are identified for the 1855-S half dollars, and the WB-1 marriage appears to be the first 
minted. Die state evidence shows that the proofs were the first half dollars minted in San Francisco, prior to any business strikes. 

The Smithsonian Institution specimen has been part of the National Numismatic Collection since the time of issue, when San Francisco 
Mint Superintendent Robert Aiken Birdsall preserved the piece and sent it to Mint Director James Ross Snowden. Walter Breen notes that 
the 1855-S proof half dollar was held in Division V, Number 79, of the Mint Cabinet, commenting: “an odd place for it, as this section 
consisted mostly of patterns and pioneer gold.” Bill Bugert examined the 1855-S half dollar at the Smithsonian Institution in May 1989. At 
the time he graded the coin 63+, noted its bright proof surfaces, and observed a die crack between the D and S in the legend. 

Walter Breen wrote of an example that appeared in a March 1956 Bolender sale. However, numismatist P. Scott Rubin 
checked the catalog and found that no such coin was offered. He checked further and found that Bolender did offer an 1855-S 
proof half dollar in his April 1953 sale. Lot 87 in that 1953 catalog was described as: “1855 San Francisco mint, half-dollar, Proof. 
Bluish and golden toned. The finest piece known to me, and lists uncirculated at $150 in Guide Book. This specimen should be 
worth much more and cost $167 several years ago.” The coin was offered as part of the Louis L. Lincoln half dollar collection. 

The third known proof, the piece offered here, has appeared in several auctions since its first appearance in 1955. This piece has 
brilliant proof surfaces with razor-sharp design motifs and no signs of weakness on either side. The obverse is bright silver with a splash 
of faint lilac toning near star 13, while the reverse has a delicate golden tone. There were no plates in the Bolender catalog, and the 
timing is such that the Lincoln specimen may be the same coin offered here. In fact, there is a high probability that it is the same coin, 
reducing the population from three coins to two, making this piece the only 1855-S proof half dollar available to collectors. 

This coin is a numismatic showpiece in any collection and belongs in the cabinet of a numismatist who will appreciate its beauty, rarity, 
and historical importance.

Second, the 100-125 examples that are 
extant are apt to grade no higher than XF45, a reality that makes 
the 1860-D a conditionally rare issue. Finally, the typical 1860-

limited eye appeal for the collector and considerable difficulty for 
the professional grader. 

These criteria guides our analysis of the present near-Mint 
example.

Variety 1-A. It appears that U.S. Mint 
and Treasury officials had high hopes for the three dollar gold 
coin denomination, which made its debut in 1854. 

Those hopes faded quickly. 

The Philadelphia Mint made an ambitious production 
of 138,618 coins for the premiere, a record that would go 
unchallenged through the three-and-a-half decades of the 
series’ subsequent coinage. 

In all, four mints, three during the opening year, made the 
denomination, also including Dahlonega, New Orleans, and 
San Francisco late to the party, striking its first coins in 1855. 

Some numismatists have theorized that the three dollar 
gold was useful for purchasing 100-stamp sheets of three-cent 
postage stamps. 

The logic of requiring a three dollar coin for such a purpose, 
as opposed to, say, a quarter eagle and a half dollar, or six half 
dollars, has always escaped us. 

The little Dahlonega Mint in North Georgia even entered 
the fray in 1854, striking a meager 1,120 pieces of the opening 
D-mint issue. Dahlonega was a fitting participant, as it (and its 
sister Charlotte) were accustomed to striking the smaller U.S. 
gold coins, excluding eagles and double eagles. 

The present near-Mint State NGC-graded piece is in the 
second tier of the Condition Census, as few true Mint State 
examples survive. The surfaces are bright and satiny greenish- 
gold with orange overtones. A couple of stray marks are well 
within the grade context, and the overall eye appeal is top-notch 
for this high-end rarity.

On the other die, the S is slightly lower than the 
E, and the lettering is not so deep. While it is possible that 
some catastrophic die failure occurred after one or a handful of 
pieces were struck, more likely is that the recorded mintage is 
erroneous ... or could restrikes have been made later? 

Bowers’ series reference offers these comments: 

“On April 28, 1854, the Mint struck 15 Proof examples 
that were sent by Mint Director James Ross Snowden to 
the Secretary of the Treasury James Guthrie in Wash¬ 
ington. Others were retained at the Mint, including two 
by Chief Engraver Longacre. Interested numismatists 
could obtain specimens there. This was initiated what 
became an uninterrupted string of Proof issues, although 
production was exceedingly low for the next several 
years.” 

While there is no record of restrikes, this would certainly 
not be the only U.S. coin for which restrikes are suspected but 
unproven. As a one-year subtype (with small DOLLARS, 1854 
only) and a first-year issue, perhaps the subsequent demand for 
proof examples required the striking of extra pieces beyond the 
original 15 coins. Various Mint personnel working there in the 
1850s were far from averse to making “on-demand” issues when 
the correct bell was rung. But that is mere speculation. 

The present example offers rich orange-gold surfaces with 
considerable contrast present. The S in STATES is lower than 
the E, without the deeply impressed lettering characteristic 
of the other proof die. A couple of light scrapes are noted 
on Liberty’s cheek, and a couple of dark toning spots on the 
obverse: one in back of the eye, and one behind the headdress. 
On the reverse a similar dark spot occurs at the bottom of the 
1, and a patch of light yellow-gold patina is noted through DO 
in DOLLARS.

Upper-end AU examples of the 1909- 
O half eagle are elusive, but they nonetheless survive in considerably 
larger quantities than the Mint State coins, even those in the MS60- 
MS63 range. For many collectors, an example in the range of AU55 
to MS62 will be the ideal compromise between cost and aesthetic 
appeal.

Fortunately, the strike is usually decent, but it is the mintmark, 
often seen weak, and the generally subdued luster that will 
determine the eye appeal, or lack thereof, of many potential 
purchases.

At first glance they seem like clash marks from 
the vertical shield stripe, but they are evenly spaced across the cap, 
ruling out that possibility.

The 1870-CC circulated extensively, evidenced by most 
known examples being well worn. Douglas Winter (2001) 
estimates that 35 to 45 examples are known; Rusty Goe (2003) 
suggests 70 to 80 pieces; and the PCGS website estimates 45 to 
60 examples are extant.

(The common 1926 issue from 
Philadelphia would intervene between the two S-mint issues.) 
The 1920-S was itself the first in the series since the 1916-S, 
regardless of mint. After the 1930-S, the ultracommon 1932 
and the ultra-rare 1933 would finish off the series for good. 

The 1920-S production was neither large nor small at 
126,500 pieces, but clearly most of the mintage was melted at 
some point. Today the issue is among the most elusive of the 
entire series, perhaps behind only the 1933 (also a melt rarity) 
and the 1907 Rolled Rim. Nonetheless, some examples of the 
1920-S clearly circulated to some degree, and most survivors 
range in the AU55 to MS61 grade levels. 

This piece boasts far more collector appeal than the grade 
might imply. Ample luster coats the orange-gold surfaces 
throughout each side. Scattered scrapes determine the grade, 
including a patch of thin marks on Liberty’s cheek and others in 
the left obverse field, just above Liberty’s eye level. The eagle’s 
neck shows a pair of deep digs, with other smaller marks on the 
reverse. The obverse strike is far sharper than seen on many 
examples, even though TY shows minor weakness. Notable 
softness appears on the lower reverse, in the area around the 
eagle’s claws where they join the branch and the lettering 
below.

5401 1930-S MS65 PCGS. After striking the 1920-S eagles, the San 
Francisco Mint went a full decade before producing the 1930-S 
issue, the last mintmarked member of the Indian Head eagles. 

The original mintage was small; the survival was far smaller 
yet. 

Only 96,000 examples of the 1930-S eagle were struck off. 
Most of those coins never saw circulation. The horrid Great 
Depression had descended over the American economy the 
year before, its harbinger the precipitous stock market crash 
of October 1929. Ten dollars was a great deal of money when 
millions of Americans were hoping for a job and scrounging just 
to make ends meet. 

Although some few survivors of the issue show evidence 
of light circulation, the overwhelming majority of the couple 
of hundred examples extant today are in the lower Mint State 
grades. PCGS currently shows 95 submissions of the 1930-S in 
all grades, with one in AU53, seven in AU58. The Mint State 
examples at PCGS form a tight cluster in the MS61 through 
MS64 grades. Gems are rare, and anything finer will require 
long and diligent searching, as the few different coins existing 
in those grades appear to be in quite strong hands. 

The sole finest 1930-S eagle at PCGS is the MS67 ex: Dr. 
Steven Duckor-Jim O’Neal coin, a piece that we offered in our 
FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2009), lot 3529, which realized a 
strong $299,000. PCGS shows only five submissions in MS66, 
and it has been nearly five years since we have offered an MS66 
PCGS coin. The last such was in our Baltimore Signature 
(Heritage, 3/2009), lot 3195, the former Henry Chapman-Floyd 
Starr coin, which garnered $92,000. 

Given the infrequency of appearances of Premium Gem or 
finer coins, we suspect that this PCGS-certified Gem 1930-S 
will incite spirited bidding when it comes to auction. Generous 
luster runs over both sides of this piece, which shows prevailing 
reddish-orange surface color tinged by glints of lilac in the fields 
and the high points of each side. Contact marks are negligible, 
although the few tiny marks on the cheek account for the grade.

Abraham “Abe” Curry founded the town of Carson in the 
western portion of the Utah Territory in 1858, naming it for the 
Indian scout and explorer Kit Carson, a town that would later 
become known as Carson City. The famous Comstock Lode of 
silver and gold would be discovered the following year, in 1859, 
but it would be 1870 before the Carson City Mint would finally 
open for coinage operations. 

On February 3, 1870, the Carson City Mint officially struck 
its first coins, silver dollars dated 1870-CC, as reported in the 
February 5 edition of the Daily Alta California newspaper. The 
founder of Carson City, Abraham Curry, served as the first 
superintendent of the new mint. 

In keeping with the character of the Comstock Lode, the 
Carson City Mint would strike during its first year the largest 
three circulating denominations each in silver and gold — 
silver quarters, half dollars, and dollars, along with gold half 
eagles, eagles, and double eagles. 

The “1870-CC” date is a magical one for collectors, and 
no more so than when associated with the twenty dollar 
denomination, America’s largest circulating denomination of 
the classic era of U.S. gold coinage. The 1870-CC double eagle 
has a noted and well-earned reputation as the most expensive 
among the Liberty Head double eagles. Curiously, the Carson 
City Mint required two die pairs to strike the pieces. Today it 
is estimated that no more than 45 or 50 examples survive in 
all grades — a survival rate of 1.25% to 1.4% of the original 
mintage of 3,789 coins. Mint State examples of the 1870-CC 
double eagle are unknown. 

An example with AU Details such as the present coin is 
bound to be the object of particular attention on the part of 
multiple bidders. The surfaces are bright, even yellow-gold, 
showing light wear consistent with the AU Details grade on each 
side. A few light marks in the field are as expected, but none are 
overt or, indeed, large enough to serve as pedigree identifiers. 

Offerings of 1870-CC double eagles are infrequent, even at 
Heritage, and they are noteworthy. Searching back through our 
Permanent Auction Archives, we find that the last offering was 
an XF40 NGC-graded piece in our Dallas Signature (Heritage, 
10/2012), lot 6210, which brought a hearty $193,875 after 11 
distinct bidders joined in the fracas. The overall rarity of the 
issue make its by far the most elusive Carson City gold coin, 
and second within the Liberty Head double eagles only to the 
extremely rare 1861 Philadelphia Paquet issue. 

We expect that this desirable, well-detailed, and eminently 
collectible 1870-CC double eagle will also rouse much collector 
attention at the auction block.

When David Akers compiled his auction analysis of double 
eagles, published in 1982, he wrote: “The 1873-CC is decidedly 
rare in AU and, although I have seen a couple of ‘sliders,’ I 
have never had the opportunity to see a real unc. Reportedly 
a few uncs do exist but I do not know the present location 
of one.” During the last quarter century, PCGS has certified 
just 11 submissions as MS60 or finer, and only two of those 
grading events achieved higher grades than this example, one 
in MS62 and one other in MS63. NGC has certified one finer 
example as MS62. In the 20 years since we began archiving 
our auction sales, we have only offered a Mint State 1873-CC 
double eagle on 11 previous occasions. Seven of those offerings 
were graded MS60. 

The mintage of the 1873-CC double eagle was 22,410 coins, 
and mintages of other gold issues at Carson City in 1873 were 
similarly low. The total face value of gold minted in Nevada 
during the year was just $530,710, despite total gold deposits 
valued at more than $5 million. Gold production spiked 
dramatically at Carson City in 1874, with more than $2.5 
million in gold coins produced that year. 

Despite higher certification totals, there are certainly less 
than 10 Mint State survivors of this issue. The present piece 
likely ranks among the top three or four survivors from that 
population. Both sides have frosty orange-gold luster with 
scattered marks that are mostly inconsequential. A noticeable 
nick appears on Liberty’s chin. The surfaces are exceptional, 
with an identifying spot below the D in UNITED.

5444 1897 PR64 Ultra Cameo NGC. If proof gold coinage is 
considered the caviar of American numismatics, then the 
proof Liberty Head double eagles must be considered the 
Beluga caviar of the specialty. The later Saint-Gaudens gold 
coinage was produced with the matte or satin finishes, which 
proved mighty unpopular with collectors of the era. Even today, 
opinions among advanced collectors seem more mixed. 

In literal contrast, the Liberty Head double eagle proofs 
(and other proof gold coins of the era), at least up through 1902 
when the Mint changed its method of manufacture, show high' 
contrast, reflective fields and frosted devices, often achieving 
the coveted Cameo or Deep/Ultra Cameo designation at the 
grading and certification companies. 

The Ultra Cameo or Deep Cameo Liberty Head twenties 
are exceedingly popular and are not only stunning visually, 
they are also the most impressive and largest proof gold 
denomination of the classic era of U.S. numismatics, prizes that 
are fiercely contested when they cross the auction block. 

The 1897 double eagle proofs saw a recorded mintage of 86 
pieces, nominal within the series. It is doubtful that more than 
20 to 25 examples survive today, despite the inflated population 
figures. Garrett and Guth call the date “underrated” and note 
that the double eagles dated after 1897 “become much more 
available.” 

The first and most obvious hallmark of this near-Gem Ultra 
Cameo proof is, understandably, the profound cameo contrast 
created between reflective, mirrored surfaces and frosty devices 
on the surfaces, yellow-gold overall and showing the gold- 
on-black appearance so treasured by numismatists for these 
coins.

In characterizing the business strike “Regular High Relief,” as he 
calls it, Loewinger points out a few differences with the design: 

“Note the MCMVII lettering is close to the drapery. The 
Capitol is large; there are 3 narrower folds in the skirt just 
beyond the left leg; there is a small oval section in the 
underside of the skirt; there are 13 rays in the sunburst and 
a softness of detail in the device and lettering.”

That would 
change during the Renaissance period for coin designs that lasted 
until 1921. However, a curious paradox exists with Saint-Gaudens’ 
design for the double eagle.

While, of course, the vastly different height of the relief is the

Even those who 
are geniuses in their given field can go just so far with their 
God-given abilities. At some point in any artist’s life, hard work 
must complement natural ability. Hard work was a lifelong 
habit for Augustus Saint-Gaudens. When he was in his teens, 
he worked as a cameo-cutter by day, and attended the Cooper 
Institute in the evenings. In his Reminiscences, Saint-Gaudens 
was justifiably proud of the hard work during his youth. In a 
humorous and somewhat self-effacing quote from his biography, 
he reflected on his lifetime potential: 

“With such an incentive I became a terrific worker, toil¬ 
ing every night until eleven o’clock after the class was 
over, in the conviction that in me another heaven-born 
genius had been given to the world. I can remember 
thinking in public conveyances, that if the men stand¬ 
ing on the platform around me could realize how great 
a genius was rubbing elbows with them in the quiet¬ 
looking boy by their side, they would be profoundly 
impressed.” 

The habits of the “terrific worker” in his youth continued 
throughout Saint-Gaudens’ career, taking on more sculptural 
commissions than he could complete. This workload required 
him to establish a French-inspired atelier system that employed 
numerous workmen of varying degrees of ability. Toward the 
end of his life, Saint-Gaudens still used this atelier system and 
it was primarily Henry Hering, the most trusted of this inner 
group of artists, who ran interference between the Mint and 
the president to finally complete and strike the High Relief 
twenties in 1907. Hering and Chief Engraver Charles Barber 
later modified Saint-Gaudens’ design to produce the Arabic 
Numerals version of the double eagle that was suitable for high¬ 
speed coinage and mass production. 

Only 12,367 High Relief double eagles were struck in 
1907 and about three quarters of the survivors show a thin 
fin, or wire rim around the edges of the coin, caused by metal 
extruding through the narrow gap between the die and collar 
when the coins were struck. This feature was considered 
undesirable at the time, and mint personnel worked hard to 
eliminate it by adjusting the milling and planchet size of the 
coins. They were successful, and the coins produced later in the 
year have a flat rim, like the present coin. 

The coin offered here is a delightful Gem, with well-detailed 
sculptural design elements and vibrant mint luster. The reddish- 
gold surfaces are free of large or distracting contact marks and 
eye appeal is quite strong.

The striding figure 
of Liberty used by Augustus Saint-Gaudens is inextricably 
linked to the figure of Liberty that leads General Sherman 
in the Sherman Monument at the entrance to New York’s 
Central Park. Both are essentially the same figure. In The 
Greater Journey, David McCullough gives the background for 
the model Saint-Gaudens used for the Sherman Monument 
and by extension for the figure of Liberty on the 1907 twenty 
dollar gold piece: 

“Several busts and studies of Victory had also been done 
in New York prior to Saint-Gaudens’s departure for 
Paris. The young woman who posed for him was a twen¬ 
ty-four year old model named Hettie Anderson from 
South Carolina, whom he described as ‘the handsomest 
model I have ever seen ... ‘ Few were to know that she 
was an African-American, but for Saint-Gaudens and 
the others who did, it must have seemed especially fit¬ 
ting that she be the one to lead the triumphant Union 
commander on his way.” 

Just as few were to know the identity of the sculptor’s model 
for the Sherman Monument, likewise few numismatists know 
who served as the model for Saint-Gaudens’ double eagle. And 
just as fitting as it is for an African-American to lead the way 
for General Sherman in his march through the South, it seems 
just as appropriate for Liberty, as depicted by Hettie Anderson, 
to lead the way forward into the new American century on 
the 1907 twenty dollar gold pieces. The realism practiced by 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens and seen throughout all his sculptural 
works was groundbreaking for the sculptors that followed 
him. The veristic creations of Adolph Weinman and Hermon 
MacNeil were made possible by the naturalism seen on the ten 
and twenty dollar gold pieces designed by Saint-Gaudens. 

This is an impressive example of this significantly scarcer 
High Relief variant, seen here with a flat rim. This is one 
of the very few pieces we have ever seen with a completely 
flat rim around each side. The surfaces display light, even 
reddish patina and thick, satiny mint luster. The only pedigree 
identifiers we see are a light smudge of reddish patina near the 
obverse rim at 9 o’clock and a couple of marks across the rays 
below the eagle on the reverse.

The first auction appearance we have been able to locate 
was in lot 61 of Sale 416 (Morgenthau, 6/1940), which realized $61. 
Thus, the coin sold for more than three times face value only 11 years 
after it was minted in an economy that was still feeling the effects 
of the Great Depression. Auction prices have continued to rise over 
the years, and the pinnacle in price for an MS64+ example was in 
our 2011 FUN Signature (lot 5320), a coin that realized $63,250.

The 1931 Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle is a formidable rarity in the series, prized by numismatists 
for the beauty of its design and its mysterious, elusive nature. 
David Akers considers it the sixth rarest date of the 53-coin 
series, and the second most elusive of the famous “late date” 
Saints; second only to the famous 1930-S. 

Among 20th century U.S. gold coins, no group is more 
celebrated than the later collectible dates in the Saint-Gaudens 
double eagle series, from 1929-1932. These coins have mystified 
collectors since the late 1930s, when they were first seriously 
collected. Mint records indicate these issues were produced in 
ample numbers, but the supply in numismatic bands has always 
been minuscule. Of course, the explanation of this paradox is 
that the great majority of these coins were never released from 
storage in Treasury vaults and Federal Reserve Banks. They 
were produced and held as backing for currency at a time when 
the United States was still on the gold standard. When Franklin 
Roosevelt took the country off the gold standard, and called in 
domestic holdings of gold via executive order in 1933, almost 
the entire production of these dates was quickly removed from 
the storage facilities. The coins were later melted into gold 
ingots and stored in the Fort Knox Bullion Repository. 

In the case of the 1931 double eagle, a reported mintage 
of 2.9 million pieces was achieved at the Philadelphia Mint, 
but very few examples were released before the Gold Recall 
took effect. Mint records studied by Dr. Charles W. Green in 
the 1940s reveal only 45 coins were actually released through 
official channels. However, many more pieces were saved 
from melting by Treasury officials and Mint personnel who 
exchanged older, more common double eagles for the rare 1931 
coins, and sold them at a profit to Philadelphia and New York 
area coin dealers. 

David Akers estimates the surviving population of Mint 
State 1931s at 65-85 pieces, almost all of which are in mint 
condition. The 1931 has always been treated as a featured 
attraction in its infrequent auction appearances, and record 
prices often attend these offerings. When a magnificent Superb 
Gem specimen was offered as lot 6710 of the Phillip H. Morse 
Collection (Heritage, 11/2005), it realized $254,500, a record 
price at the time.

A 
passage from America’s Lost Treasure is of interest, focusing on 
the tale of survivor William Chase: 

“Some of the men unbuckled their gold-stuffed belts 
and flung their hard-earned treasure upon the deck to 
lighten their weight. Chase claimed that he could eas¬ 
ily have picked up thousands of dollars, if he thought 
he had a chance of reaching safety with this treasure. 
Shortly before eight o’clock, the Central America , with 
its decks now awash, was rapidly filling with water and 
sinking lower into the sea. In a dinner conversation ear¬ 
lier in the voyage Captain Herndon had told the East¬ 
ons that if his ship were ever to go down, he would go 
with it. Now, having done everything he could to save 
the women and children, and wondering if he could 
have done anything different to avoid the imminent 
tragedy, Captain Herndon retired to his quarters. Stoic 
and proud, he returned to the wheelhouse wearing his 
full-dress uniform.” 

Of the gold ingots that slipped to the bottom of the sea 150 
years ago, the most plentiful were those from the well-respected 
firm of Kellogg & Humbert. More than 400 of these ingots were 
recovered in 1988. In spite of its considerable heft, the present 
piece is actually one of the smaller ingots recovered. The smallest 
from Kellogg & Humbert was 5.71 ounces and the largest 
weighed an amazing 933.94 ounces. At the time the Central 
America sank, this particular ingot was valued at $620.77. 

The ingot is 52 mm tall, 41 mm wide, and 30 mm deep. 
The top side reads: No 1028/36.40 OZ/825 FINE/$620.77. The 
individual ingot number is repeated at the top of the back side. 
The company imprint is neatly impressed on the right side. Two 
assay chips are out of opposing corners, as always. Bright overall 
with no traces of the rust that is often seen on these ingots.

Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auctions, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctioneers & Galleries, Inc., 
or Heritage Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports 
Auctions, Inc., or Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing 
information on the title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The 
Auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local 
law. Announcements and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and 
Conditions of Auctions appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyers Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid: 

• Seventeen and one-half percent (17.5%) on Currency, US Coin, and World & Ancient Coin Auction lots, 
except for Gallery Auction lots as noted below;

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot. After offering a Cut Bid, bidders may continue 
to participate only at full increments.

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HOWTO COLLECT POLITICAL MEMORABILIA 


Few categories embody Americana quite like political memorabilia—the umbrella 
term that includes everything related to the world of political campaigns and 
causes, but not pieces from the task of governing itself. Banners, pinback buttons, 
mechanical pieces, and even china sets have all been produced to promote 
candidates, and a vibrant collectors' market exists for all of these. Political 
collectors often prefer jugates—the term for pieces that feature two portraits side 
by side, usually a presidential candidate and vice presidential running mate. 

"The iconography of political campaigns is not just fun to look at, it reflects the 
mood of the time and the changing folkways of political campaigns," Dr. Arthur 
Schlessinger, the Pulitzer Prize-winning historian, once told a reporter. Andrew 
Jackson's 1824 campaign was the first to mass-produce trinkets promoting the 
candidate, and pinback buttons have been a staple of the electoral process ever 
since. 

Tom Slater, Director of Americana Auctions at Heritage, says that over the past 
few years, Vietnam-era protest material has come into its own as a sought after 
category. On the other side, the Women's Suffrage market overheated over 
the past decade and prices have since slipped. Hot movie releases like Lincoln 
can lead to an influx of new collectors but, more often than not, prices return to 
normal once the publicity fades. 

The challenge and the fun in collecting political memorabilia come from the lack 
of definitive resources on the category. "There is a steep learning curve, with no 
guidebooks and no checklists," says Slater. "You have to learn about political 
history to know what the best objects are and how to collect them." 

Collectors generally pay more for pieces from campaigns where little memorabilia 
was produced, and sometimes that means losing tickets are worth more than 
winning tickets. Beginning with the 1968 election, campaigns produced a wide 
variety of items specially targeted at collectors. "Those aren't as pure but they're 
still fun," says Slater, adding that some rare variations from post-1968 campaigns 
can still run well into the thousands. The holy grail for pinback collectors—an 1864 
jugate featuring Abraham Lincoln with running mate Andrew Johnson—sold for 
$56,000 at a 2012 Heritage auction. 

For political collectors, three factors determine value: condition, rarity, and 
significance of the subject (Abraham Lincoln items are much more highly prized 
than those for his political opponents, for example). An item which possesses all 
three qualities is sure to command a premium price. Age does play a role as well: 
a George Washington item is going to sell for more than a Bill Clinton item of 
comparable rarity and interest. 

To view and search past Political Memorabilia auction results, members are invited 
to use Heritage's free Auction Archives. 

Storage guidelines for buttons are similar to other collectibles. Humidity can lead 
to spotting and staining, and heat and dryness can cause cracking. Slater tells the 
story of a renowned California collector whose widow stored his collection in the 
attic; by the time she had an appraiser come, the memorabilia was all but ruined.
